This latter federal activity was 
not classified as _ interference. 
This typical ambidextrousness of 
those identified here as “cone 
pone statesmen” caused a veter- 
an Washington correspondent to 
remember a comment by the 
late Sir Wilmott Lewis, for #0 
years the Washington representa- 
tive of the London Times: 


“In fairness to Senator Bilbo,” 
said Sir Wilmott, “it must be 
said that he has the unique dis- 
tinction of combining in his sole 
person the sum total of all the 
disadvantages attaching to the 
Democratic form of government.” 


In the nation’s capital one is 
almost daily reminded of this 
stereotype representation which 
some Southern states are re- 
ceiving. The tragedy of some of 
these congressmen is that they 
know better and suffer a sort of 
spiritual dying. 


Opposition to Vote 


That the right to cast a ballot 
should be opposed angrily and 
with the most crudely devised 
methods of obstruction is an in- 
dictment which cannot be justi- 
fied. The record of the past and 
present is one best not recalled. 
Yet, there are state election. of- 
ficials who brazenly argue that 
the reason so few Negroes have 
been qualified to vote is because 
they have not sought to register. 
That the federal government 
must move to force the several 
states to grant this basic essen- 
tial of representative govern- 
ment is a rebuke no thoughtful 
Southerner can afford to ignore. 


Nor is it merely the Negro 
who is being cynically deprived 
of voting rights. C. Van Wood- 
ward, one of the nation’s best 
historians, speaking recently in 
Arkansas on the deplorable state 
of voting in the South, said: 


“The elemental right to vote 
comes first, of course, and there 
is plenty to do in that direction, 
but the right to vote is not 
enough. After all, they let people 
vote in Outer Mongolia as well 
as between massacres in the 
Congo . ... For the vote to be 
meaningful, however, it has to 
mean something, and horse-and- 
buggy state constitutions and our 
mal-apportioned state legislatures 
are making the vote increasingly 
meaningless. This is_ politically 
shared by Yankeedom (as wit- 
ness Michigan's pathetic plight), 
but it is especially serious in 
the one-party South. The under- 
representation of urban areas 
and the over-representation of 
rural counties are notorious 
scandals of long standing. ... 


The Rule 


“Rural over - representation, 
moreover,” said Van Woodward, 
‘‘does not mean the rule of honest 
farmers and rural folk. It means 
rule by rural politicos and coun- 
ty rings in cahoots with big 
land owners and corporate busi- 
nesses located in cities of the 
North and South. It means the 
financial starving of urban con- 
stituencies . . ., the interference 
with local public schools and 
peaceful adjustment to federal 
law... 

“Further,” he continued, ‘‘there 
are now more African ambassa- 
dors in Washington than there 
are desegregated dime _ store 
lunch counters in the entire do- 
‘main of the ex-Confederacy. It is 
easier for a Negro from West 
Africa to get a 21-gun salute in 
the national capital. than it was 
for Booker T. Washington to get 
dinner at the White House in 
1901, or for his grandson. to get 
a cold ham sandwich in a- bus 
station in Alabama in 1961. 


“Jim Crow,” he concluded, “‘is 
dead. It is his ghost that is 
haunting the South.” 


One may, of course, think 
what one will. But history will 
hardly be kind to those Southern 
leaders who deceived their people 
instead of assisting them in a 
time of decision which many 
found difficult. ~~ — 
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placed under armed guard 


The State department immedi-

A U.S. Air Force jet fighter flew 
alongside the airliner most of the 
way to Havana but was unable to 
interfere with the abduction. 


The F102 jet _ interceptor, 
“scrambled” from Homestead Air 
Force Base by the North Ameri- 
can Air Defense Command, ex- 
corted the turbo-prop Electra as 
far as the international boundary 
three miles off Cuba. 


AT GUNPOINT 

The jet waggled its wings at the 
Eastern plane, but did not try to 
force it to land in the Florida 
Keys, the Air Force said, because 
the Electra pilot reported ‘“‘there 
is a gun at my temple.” 


Cuban officials were silent on 
what they planned to do with the 
plane. 


But Castro promised in a recent 
speech that “if it should occur to 
someone to steal a plane and fly 
it here, we shall keep the plane 
as they keep ours.” 


He referred to seizures in the 
United States of Cuban aircraft 
and produce shipments. 


By late afternoon, the $3.5 mil- 
lion .Electra was sitting at the 
end of the runway at Jose Marti 
Airport in Havana, closed to regu- 
lar commercial traffic Monday 
because of the arrival of Russian 
spaceman Yuri Gagarin to help 
kick off Castro’s 26th of July na- 
tional celebration.

U.S. to Fire 


Space Probe 


From Satellite Friday 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI)—America plans to open a new era of 
U.S. space exploration this week by using an orbiting satellite as a 
space platform to launch a deep space probe called “Ranger I.” 


The shot is tentatively set for 
Friday morning. Scientists will 
have an eight-day period in which 
to make the attempt. 


If the launching is delayed be- 
yond that point, it probably will 
be postponed for at least two 
weeks, sources said. 


The United States will use a 
102-foot Atlas-Agena ‘‘B’’, present- 
ly its most powerful space rocket, 
to loft a huge upper stage into a 
“parking orbit’? 115 miles above 
earth. 


From this orbit, the 675-pound 
Ranger probe will be shot into 


space — the free world’s first at- 
tempt to use a satellite to launch 
another probe. 


The Soviet Union accomplished 
a similar attempt Feb. 12 when it 
sent a 1,418-pound probe toward 
the planet Venus from a giant 
Sputnik VIII earth satellite orbit- 
ed earlier. The Russian probe 
missed Venus and swung into or- 
bit around the sun. 


Ranger I will be aimed at a 
point more than 500,000 miles 
from earth, and possibly will trav- 
el as far as 750,000 miles into

UN Chief 
Moves Fast 
At Bizerte

_ TUNIS (AP) — U.N. Secretary- 
General Dag. Hammarskjold 
moved quickly Monday night to 
ease the explosive Bizerte crisis 
that has veered from a shooting 
war to an angry exchange of 
charges between France and Tu- 
nisia. 

Hammarskjold conferred for 
nearly two hours with President 
Habib Bourguiba. He issued no 
statement other than saying, 
“This is a matter of urgency.” 
Hammarskjold made a_ speedy 
flight here from New York in re- 
sponse to an appeal from Bour- 
guiba. 

There was no indication wheth- 
er the secretary-general will visit 
Bizerte, from which thousands of 
Tunisians still streamed while 
the government radio and press 
accused France of “ta new build- 
up of tension and provocations.” 


U.N. EXPECTS CALL 


At U.N. headquarters in New 
York, informants said the Secu- 
rity Council is virtually certain to 
meet again shortly on the French- 
Tunisian dispute. 


Following Hammarskjold’s talk 
with Bourguiba, the two dined at 
the president’s summer residence 
in suburban La Marsa. 


Bourguiba wants pressure from 
the United Nations to force 
France to withdraw from the Bi- 
zerte naval and air base which 
it retained by treaty after this 
former French protectorate grad- 
uated to independence in 1956. 


SMILES AT AIRPORT 


Hammarskjold smiled as he 
stepped from a Tunisian airliner 
which carried him on the final 
leg from Rome. 


“T am glad to be here in less 
than 24 hours since President 
Bourguiba extended his invita- 
tion,” he told newsmen. 

Minutes later he sped away by 
limousine with Defense Minister 
Bahi Ladgham, Tunisia’s No. 2 
leader.

MACON — Forty-six persons 
were injured Monday night when 
the Central of Georgia’s crack 
passenger train, the Nancy Hanks, 
collided head-on with a freight 
train on a “‘blind siding’’ 10 miles 
east of here. 


Every available ambulance in 
Bibb County was called to the 
scene and later Civil Defense of- 
ficials commandeered private cars 
to transport other victims to Ma- 
con from the wreck scene. 


SOME INJURED SERIOUSLY 


The hospital said the extent of 
injuries ranged from ‘“‘very seri- 
ous” to “just cuts and bruises.” 
A hospital spokesman said, how- 
ever, that most of the injuries ap- 
peared to be minor. 


No passenger cars left the 
tracks, but the engines of both 
trains careened off the rails when 
the two trains hit. 


The engineer of the Nancy 
Hanks, G. B. Wheeler of Savan- 
nah, was taken to Macon hospital 
with undetermined injuries. The 
engineer of the freight train, No. 
95, escaped injury. He was iden- 
tified as T. G. Madison of Sa- 
vannah. 


HEADED TO SAVANNAH 


The Nancy Hanks was en route 
from Atlanta to Savannah when 
the crash occurred at 8:50 p.m. 
m a remote section of Jones 
County. The freight train was en 
route to Macon from Tennille. 


The Nancy Hanks was moving 
at a “‘pretty good clip,” according 
to a witness, when it approached 
a “blind siding.” The freight was 
moving slowly. 

Both trains braked but were 
unable to stop before colliding. 
Will Smith of Savannah, fireman 
on the Nancy Hanks, jumped 
clear before the crash, but the en- 
gineer stayed with the locomotive 
until the point of impact. 


Passengers in the long train 
were thrown helter-skelter about 
their cars. In some cars, every 
passenger suffered some injuries. 


The impact sheared part of 
the covering off one engine.

WASHINGTON (#—President John F. Kennedy’s 
$4,326,500,000 foreign aid bill cleared the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee Monday and headed for a storm 
of controversy on the Senate floor. 


While the committee approved| 


it by a 13-4 vote, that did not re- 
flect the margin of support for 
its chief provision—authority for 
the President to borrow funds 
from the Treasury to finance a 5- 
year long-term economic devel- 
opment loan program. 


Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., 
predicted that not more than six 
of the Senate’s 36 Republi- 
cans will support that method of 
financing when the bill is called 
up for the start of long debate 
beginning next Monday. 


Only one of the committee's 
eight Republicans, Alexander 
Wiley of Wisconsin, support- 
ed the Treasury-financing provi- 
sion when that feature of the bill 
was approved, 10-7, by the corr 
mittee last week. 


The acting Republican leader, 
Thomas H. Kuchel of California, 
also predicted the Senate will not 
approve the long-range loan pro- 
gram financed by Treasury bor- 
rowing. 


RIPS ‘BLANK CHECK’ 


“T’m a supporter of foreign aid 
but I’m not going to vote for an 
$8.8 billion blank check,’’ Kuchel 
said in an interview. 


“Congress has responsibility in 
this matter and I don’t think it 
is going to turn it over to the 
President.” 


The financing provision also 
faces trouble in the House, where 
the Foreign Affairs Committee is 
considering the bill. 

RAYBURN PREDICTS OKAY 

Speaker Sam Rayburn, D-Tex., 
told newsmen he expected Con- 
gress to approve Kennedy’s long- 
range foreign aid program de- 
spite what Rayburn called ‘‘a ter- 
rific campaign against it by un- 
thinking people.” 

Critics “‘all around the country” 
have harped on things that have 
gone wrong with the program, 
Rayburn said, but they say noth- 
ing about “‘the good.” 


He said he hoped the commit- 
tee would complete work on the 
bill by the end of the week.

Laos Talks 


Inching to 
Neutrality 


GENEVA (UPI) The 14-nation 
peace conference on Laos inched 
toward a neutrality declaration 
Monday with an agreement on 
the substance of a preamble to 
the declaration. 


The conference, bogged down 
in committee meetings, has been 
in session for nine weeks. 


Many delegates and observers 
assessed Monday’s work and pre- 
dicted that a final settlement for 
the civil-war-torn Southeast Asian 
kingdom may be months away. 


All agreements rached so far 
are subject to final approval and 
signature at a full Geneva con- 
ference session at some future 
date. The delegates here tenta- 
tively have agreec: 


—To publish all documents of 
an eventual accord in English, 
Russian, Chinese, French and 
Laotian. 

—To list the 13 non-Laotian 
delegates alphabetically in four 
languages in the preamble. (In 
Chinese, the order will be deter- 
mined by the number of strokes 
in each character.) 


—To list Laos in brackets 
until a new government is formed 
and not to decide whether to have 
one or two neutrality declarations 
until it is heard from.

' down could become inevitable. 


Thus the West must prepare for any 
eventuality and this nation alone can lead 
the effort. Getting our military plans in 
order is only part of it. But only a de- 
termination to meet force with force, with 
the backing of the united might of the 
West, can deter Khrushchev from his 
present dangerous course. 

These measures to deter Communist 
aggressiveness on all fronts will cost 
money. There may have to be additional 
taxes. There can be increased efficiency 
and better use of funds now available. 
But whatever strength is necessary to 
avoid war and to regain the initiative in 
the world struggle is what we must have. 

In the test of nerves still to come and 
in the tough negotiations in and out of 
the U.N., there can be no weakening of 
our resolve to protect and defend our own 
interests whatever the cost.

Warning to Downtown 


The announcement that two 17-story 
office buildings are to be built across 
Peachtree from Lenox Square is good 
news, of course. 

But it is also a warning. It is a warn- 
ing to downtown Atlanta that this citys’ 
expected great growth is going to seek 
out areas best able to handle expansion 
and construction. 

Competition between a city’s core and 
its suburban areas is by no means unde-

sirable. However, the core area is so vital 
to all suburban areas (in fact, to the en- 
tire region) that it must never be allowed 
to reach a point where its disadvantages 
consistently tip the scales in favor of su- 
burban development. Two new buildings 
aren’t a trend. This weekend’s announce- 
ment is merely a warning, not a threat. 
But the downtown had best pay attention 
to it. The longer we continue with no plan 
for our central core, the more we increase 
the danger that the bulk of Atlanta’s fu- 
ture development will be decentralized 
and therefore less efficient.

It’s Legislature’s Job 
To Correct Injustices 


Rep. Frank Twitty’s committee study- 
ing legislative reapportionment and a pos- 
sible revision of the county unit system 
has scheduled public hearings during 
August in Augusta, Macon and Savannah. 
It is important to the committee and to 
the state that citizens attend and express 
their honest opinions on this vital ques- 
tion. 

We doubt that Rep. Twitty's lack of 
correspondence on the subject is a reflec- 
tion of lack of interest. More than likely 
it is because of a feeling of hopelessness 
that anything will be done. It is encour- 
aging, however, that except for the poli- 
ticians there seems to be a feeling even in 
the smaller counties that in all fairness 
there should be some revision of the unit 
system. 

The attitude that there isn’t going to 
be any change in the unit system any- 
way is taking a lot for granted. Suits now 
pending in the courts, including one in 
Georgia, may force the issue sooner than 
expected. States sooner or later—and time 
has been running out—must take into ac- 
count the vast population shifts in both 
legislative apportionment and election 
laws. 

The truth.is that the unit system and 
the legislature itself no longer reflect the 
will of the majority of the people. This 
should be obvious to the committee as it 
has become to other rank and file Geor- 
gia politicians.

Opportunity Is Knocking 
For Peanut Producers 


Georgia peanut growers interested in 
the proposed self-help program of re- 
search and promotion of their product will 
have to mail their ballots in time for 
them to be postmarked by midnight to- 
night in order for them to count. 

Although at meetings around the state 
producers have been favorable toward the 
project, voting has been slow. A minimum 
of 25 per cent of peanut growers have to 
cast ballots in order for the referendum 
to be meaningful. 

If approved, growers would pay one 
dollar per ton on peanuts produced in the 
state. Similar programs have worked well 
in bringing about increased consumption 
of California cling peaches, Florida citrus 
and Alabama peanuts. 

It also should be noted that Georgia 
peanut growers stand to gain approxi- 
mately eight million dollars from the 
increased price support program an- 


™ nounced by Secretary of Agriculture Or- 


ville Freeman. In addition, Sen. Talmadge 
has asked him.to include peanuts in sur- 
plus products eligible for disposal abroad. 

Secretary Freeman will address the 
Moultrie Elks Lodge at a luncheon Satur- 
day. Undoubtedly it would make a most 
favorable impression upon him if he came 


with the knowledge that Georgia peanut 


growers have endorsed a self-help pro- 
gram. Such a project not only will advance 
domestic marketing of the product but 
could well be an important factor in hav- 
ing peanuts added to the list of surplus 
commodities to be sent overseas. 


This New Acronym Is a Chilling One 


In recent years a new way of making words 
has become very popular. That way is the com- 
bining of the first letters of the words of a 
phrase, often in a combi- 
nation that can be _pro- 
nounced. 

We are all familiar with 
such words ‘which are called 
acronyms). HOPE (Help Our 
Public Education) and GUTS 
(Georgians Unwilling to Sur. 
render) are perhaps the two fe 
best known local examples. (2g 7% 
War has given us WAC, ¢ 
WAVES, SNAFU, and FLAK. # 
Roosevelt left us a legacy of 
unpronounceable acronyms, 
WPA, FDIC, TVA. 

Everywhere you look, really, you see and hear 
them. There’s nothing wrong with them. In fact, 
they’re indispensable. If conversation sometimes 
sounds like cryptology, so what? It’s better than 
having to use the full phrase time after time. 

But this isn’t about the old acronyms. It's 
about a new one. It’s about DOE. 
DOE is a word being used now and then (and 


more and more) in scientific and military cir-. 


cles. It means Death of Earth. 
DOE will occur when enough nuclear 
weapons are accumulated and fired to destroy 


all life on this planet. We don’t seem to be 
too near that stage, yet, but it is a little chilling 
to know that we're approaching it and have 
coined a short, appealing word for it. (If we 
aren't too near it, we're still close enough. Most 
scientists seem to believe that the combined 
U.S. and Soviet nuclear arsenals, which are 
equivalent to 55 billion tons of TNT, put us one- 
eighth the way to DOE. Furthermore, one. scien- 
tist has suggested that it may be possible to 
build a new kind of weapon for. as little as $10 
billion that would be capable of DOE. This 
weapon is called the Doomsday Machine. It is 
surely the ultimate weapon. You don’t fire it 
at the enemy. You explode it at home. It de- 
stroys you, your enemy and, in a few weeks, 
everybody else.) 

There’s no point to be made here, other than 
that we’ve come to a hell of a pass when we be- 
gin measuring progress toward the end of man 
as exactly (and as casually)) as we measure 
progress in fund raising drives. (Perhaps every 
city ought to put up one of those giant wooden 
thermometers and mark it off 25 per cent DOE,

Farm-City Fight - 
Will Be a Waste 


Georgia ought to avoid the old farm-city 
wrestling match when it spends the new injec- 
tion of money coming from Washington under 
the area redevelopment act. Trouble can happen. 


Fifty-nine Georgia counties were declared eligible for the eco- 


nomic rescue last Saturday. 


The main idea is to help depressed areas plan and build commu- 
nity programs and facilities that will attract industry or business. 
Yet most or all of the federal money in the first 59 counties— 
all rural—will probably be administered by the county agents, (Urban 


areas are to be chosen later.) 


It makes pretty good sense to make the county agent respon- 
sible for planning in a rural county. 

He knows the problems that caused economic distress. In fact, 
the good work he and the farmers have done created much of the 
problem; mechanized work and improved yields turned men loose 
from the soil—and in too many counties left them at loose ends with- 
out a way to make an adequate living. 

The principal problem to which this money should be applied, 


then, 
longer needed in‘ agriculture. 


lies not in agriculture but in creating a future for men no 


So the county agents are going to need the active assistance and 
advice not simply of farm leaders with whom they have long worked, 
but of development committees in the towns of these 59 counties. 

It will be a great mistake if any of these counties find farm- 
versus-city forces grappling to apply this money for competitive 


ends. 


Each one of the 59 counties is hurting as a whole. The economic 
salvage money is meant to be spent for the community as a whole. To 
fritter it away for selfish ends will hurt the county’s people as a whole. 

In these rural counties, many of the programs will naturally be 
farm-related. A plant to process peaches or peanut butter can be a 
boon to the farmer who grows peaches or peanuts. 

. . . 


If the money is spent to grow more peaches-and peanuts without 
improving the market for them, however, it will do little to help the 
depressed county meet the conditions that caused its depression in 


the first place. 


For that reason town and country cooperation is necessary to 
assure the county agent the assistance he will need. 

Georgia is getting more of this rescue money than most states. 

As each of the communities utilizes its share of the funds in an 
effort to lift itself from the economic distress it now suffers, the 
voters resident therein might also wish to remember that votes 
were cast against this Kennedy program in Congress by their follow- 
ing Representatives: James C. Davis, Iris Blitch, John W. Davis, E.

ing our own present position in this world. The sober, yenlistie facts 
are that there is also a thing called American strength and another 
thing called American purpose—and that both are rising. 


The items on the depit side of 
the ledger are all too well known. 
There is the fact that the United 
States government, as leader of 
the free world, must cajole and 
argue with its public and Allies 
whereas Nikita Khrushchev can 
do what and how he pleases when 
he pleases without consulting any- 
body. His greater freedom of ma- 
neuver in the Berlin crisis is an 
advantage which no amount of 
theorizing can wave away. 

There is the fact that the United 
States does not threaten, will not 
threaten, and is in the position, 
if worst should come to worst, of 
having to give the enemy oppor- 
tunity for the first blow. 

And there are all those other 
well-advertised factors: our al- 
leged preoccupation with longer 
automobile tail fins and with the 
easy life in general. 

All the same, the credit side of 
the ledger is doing very well. 
‘The Kennedy administration, with 
the profoundly helpful and un- 
petty support of powerful Republi- 
cans, running from Herbert Hoov- 
er through Dwight Eisenhower 
and Richard Nixon to Nelson 
Rockefeller, has in fact chosen 
the firm and not the soft line 
toward Berlin. 


This country is now committed 
to that policy of firmness-without- 
rashness for which many had 
hoped but which some had feared 
would never be achieved. And it 
is a policy stoutly based on the 
greatest degree of political unity 
ever known by this country, i 
this correspondent’s lifetime, in a 
time of trouble and danger. 

In the face of this achievernent, 
the Russians and their associates 
are in plain fact showing a con- 
siderably less ‘‘tough’’ face than 
a few weeks ago. They are now 
even giving some indications of 
alarm that perhaps they have 
oversold their threat to Berlin. 

Moreover, the one historically 
big issue. of this whole session 
of Congress, President Kennedy’s 
long-range foreign aid program, 
has won its first great test in the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. It is now possible for the first 
time to predict with conviction 
that the end will be congressional 
approval of a strong, sensible bill. 

All is by no means well along 
the Potomac, and maybe it never 
will be again in our lifetime. But 
the position is far from bad for 
our side. And that infinitely im- 
portant intangible, time, is now 
moving for us.

All chil- 
dren will becom: educated, pro- 
ductive and creative if only they 
are given government - sponsored 
ecucation. The truth is that all 
men should be given an oppor- 
tunity to use their talents to the 
maximum of their ability to pro- 
vide for themselves.

depths of the depression. The- 
habit of dependency creates de- 
pendents. 


Illusion (5) security in a ma- 


terial sense is the only worthy 
goal men seek. The truth is, there 
is no security ou this earth be 
yond which each man finds in his 
own ability to become a creative, 
useful citizen. 

There can be no real security 
in life because life is temporary. 
You and I do not truly own any- 
thing. We may have temporary 
possessions and we may be able 
to hold these in our greedy grasp 
so long as we live, but in time 
we do not even own tomorrow. 

Illusion (6) it’s good for the na- 
tion to pay high taxes and sup- 
port the government in every en- 
deavor. The truth is that when 
the tax burden takes away in- 
centive the people become less 
productive, the entire economy 
suffers, and stagnation sets in. 

Illusion (7) a little inflation is 
desirable. Inflation is the secret 
thief robbing rich and poor alike, 
creating a climate where the des- 
perate citizen becomes an easy 
victim for the promises of a to- 
talitarian government. 

Illusion (8) only the liberals 
have a Compassionate outlook to- 
ward their fellowmen. How false 
this is and how readily apparent 
its sophistry, when we see the 
characters and ambitions and 
souls of men destroyed by the 
overpowering paternalistic / influ- 
ence of government.

A full-time juvenile court judgeship to handle in- 
creasing juvenile problems in DeKalb County will be 
created early next year, DeKalb’s Superior Court judges 


have announced. 


Alaska Gets 
Lockheed’s 
Bush Plane 


A small, rugged transport plane 
—product of the South—is head- 
ing for the northern-most state of 
the country. 


Lockheed-Georgia Co. at Mari- 
etta has developed the Lockheed 
60 bush transport plane for world- 
wide distribution. It was disclosed 
Monday that Alaska Airlines be- 
came the first American sales rep- 
resentative to order the planes. 


Alaska Airlines asked for five 
of the craft to be used for demon- 
strations, including a passenger- 
cargo-mail run from Fairbanks to 
Clear, Alaska (‘a ballistic missile 
early warning site), and transpor- 
tation of hunting tours. 


Lockheed-Georgia built two pro- 
totypes of the plane and the Fed- 
eral Aviation Agency certified it. 
The plane can carry up to 1,500 
pounds of useful load, with pro- 
visions for six people. Alternate- 
ly it can be used as a 1,000-pound 
cargo carrier with two pilots, a 
two-patient aerial ambulance with 
attendant or an agricultural spray- 
er or duster. It also will be of- 
fered with skis and floats. 


Following the recommendation 
of the last grand jury the jurists 
—Judges Frank Guess, William 
Dean and H. O. Hubert—said the 
bench would be filled by Judge 
Murphey Candler, presently part- 
time juvenile court judge. The 
full-time judgeship will come into 
being at the expiration of Judge 
Candler’s term in February, 1962. 


However, Judge Candler, who 
presently makes $6,600 in his 
part-time position and would make 
$8,500 as full-time jurist, has not 
said that he would take the post. 


If he declines, the judges will 
be faced with a new appointment. 
Judge Guess, the senior superior 
court jurist, said the judges have 
not considered appointing anyone 
other than Candler yet. 


DeKalb political leaders have 
expressed in the past, particular- 
ly during the last session of the 
General Assembly, the need for a 
full-time juvenile judge in the 
county. Cases in the juvenile 
court have grown 130 per cent 
since 1955.

Dear Dr. Molner: I have had 
Bell’s palsy since last October 
and can’t get rid of it. My eye 
just won't correct itself.

What can I do to help it?

Bell’s palsy is a paralysis of 
muscles of the face, or at least 
some of them.

WASHINGTON—The Senate In- 
terior Committee Monday ap- 
proved a bill authorizing up to 
$35,000 for a survey of a proposed 
190-mile extension of the Blue 
Ridge Parkway toward Atlanta. 

The 500-mile parkway would be 
extended from or near Tennessee 
Bald or Beech Gap in North Caro- 
lina to a point somewhere between 
Gainesville and Atlanta. 

The two-lane parkway now 
runs from Cherokee, N.C., to a 
point near Waynesboro, Va. 

Rep. Phil Landrum of the Ninth 
District has called the proposed 
extension “‘the dream of the peo- 
ple of Georgia.” 

The House already has ap- 
proved the request for a survey.

ACCRA, Ghana—Practically 
everybody knows that Nikita 
Khrushchev likes vodka. But does 
he also have a ‘‘sweet tooth?”’ 


Although the answer to this 
question would not interest 99 out 
of 100 people, it so happens that 
the single exception is presently 
visiting Moscow to try to find out. 
He is a chocolate salesman who 
wants to sell Mr. K some of his 
delicious merchandise. And he 
wants to sell it, not by the box, 
but by the thousands of tons. The 
name of this ambitious confec- 
tionery peddler?—Kwame Nkrum- 
ah, president of the Republic of 
Ghana. 


As leader of the country which 
produces over one-third of the 
world’s cocoa (the basic ingredi- 
ent of chocolate), Kkrumah natur- 
ally has a vested interest in see- 
ing to it that people like, buy and 
eat chocolate. For if they don’t, 
Ghana’s economy, as well as po- 
litical structure, would collapse 
overnight—as more than 60 per 
cent of the nation’s revenue de- 
rives from its cocoa sales. 


SURPLUS ON MARKET 


The trouble today, however, is 
that chocolate-eaters haven't in- 
creased their consumption suf- 
ficiently of late to keep up with 
the steady, yearly rise in cocoa 
production. Consequently, there is 
a surplus of cocoa on the world 
market and the revenues of cocoa- 
producing countries are falling. 


What is the answer to this prob- 
lem? President Nkrumah, who is 
now in Moscow on the first leg of 


Half of Youths 
Exceed Fathers 
In Schooling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Census Bureau reported Monday 
that about one-half of the nation’s 
young men aged 20 to 24 have 
completed more schooling than 
their fathers. 


A survey last October also 
showed that about 40 per cent 
have reached the same general 
educational level. Only one in ten 
had less schooling than his father. 


The survey found that young 
men were about twice as likely 
as young women to be enrolled 
in college, although a. girl's 
chances for additional schooling 
improved if her father was a 
college graduate. 


a tour of five Communist coun- 
tries (the others: Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary and Yugosla- 
via), believes that it lies in per- 
suading the Communist countries 
to increase vastly their cocoa pur- 
chases. This is the message he is 
trying to get across to Khruw- 
shchev and is one of the major 
reasons for his five-nation tour 
into the Communist heartland. 


NKRUMAB’S REASONING 


A quick glance at some statis- 
tics will show why Nkrumah 
thinks this way. The citizens of 
Switzerland consume 14 pounds of 
chocolate per person per year. In 
England the figure is 12 pounds; 
in France three. But in Russia on 
the other hand, yearly per capita 
chocolate consumption is only one- 
half an ounce. (This relatively low 
figure holds true for most Iron 
Curtain countries). 


It is certainly understandable, 
then, why Président Nkrumah is 
going to bring pressure to bear on 
the Russian leader to buy much 
more Ghana cocoa than he has 
ever bought before. At the present 
time, the United States, Great 
Britain, West Germany and The 
Netherlands purchase over half 
the world’s output. Thus, four 
Western powers have, to a large 
extent, been supporting Ghana 
and the other cocoa-producing na- 
tions. Nkrumah will not let Mr. K 
forget this fact, and will argue 
that to become a truly independent 
country, Ghana’s economy should 
not be so closely tied to the West. 
It will be an argument which the 
Soviet Premier will find hard to 
refute or resist. 


The acuteness of the problem 
as far as Ghana is concerned 
is shown by the rapid world rise 
in surplus cocoa tonnage over the 
past three years. In 1959 it was 
50,000; in 1960, 100,000 tons and 


this year it is estimated to be 
over 200,000 tons. At this rate 
cocoa prices will fall rapidly, as 
they have already begun to do, 
and Ghana will find herself in a 
critical economic position. 


GHANA TAXES SOAR 


That the pinch is already being 
felt in this country is attested to 
by the recent government impo- 
sition—for the first time ever— 
of purchase taxes, (some as high 
as 66% per cent), income taxes, 
property taxes and compulsory 
savings. 


What will Khrushehev do? Will 
he make a big propaganda play 
by announcing to the world that 
the Soviet Union has agreed to 
buy all of salesman Nkrumah’s 
surplus “chocolate,” thus appear- 
ing as the savior of Ghana and 
her seven million citizens? Or will 
he turn down the opportunity as 
being too expensive for even a 
first-class propaganda move?

Most observers here feel that 
he will choose the former course 
—namely, succumb to Nkrumah’s 
blandishments and agree to pur- 
chase Ghana’s cocoa. If so, this 
nation will find the pudgy, choc- 
olate-covered hand of Nikita 
Khrshchev & Co. resting heavily 
on its shoulder for a long time 
to come.

When to start a child on his 
art education?

Keep in Trim 


Extra Fat Plays 
Hard to Get Off? 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


When you step on the scales this morning, if the pointer shows 
a satisfying loss, you'll feel light- hearted and happy—as the song 


goes, 


“everything’s coming up roses.’ 


The thorn in this rosy 


picture is when the pounds play hard to get off. You diet and do 
not lose. The cause is water retention. 


To understand what has hap- 
pened, try an experiment. Put 
a pat of margarine or butter 
in a glass of water. The fat 
will float on the top ... for 
fat weighs less than water. 
Since water stored in the cells 
weighs more than the fat it has 
displaced, that is why there is 
no apparent loss .. . diet to the 
contrary. 


Fat is stored in the body in 
tiny individual. fat cells, each 
of which holds a droplet of fat. 
When you cut calories, the drop- 
lets in some of the cells get 
smaller. The space which the 
fat occupied is sometimes taken 
up by water. This retention of 
water can take place until the 
fat in the cell is all gone. Dur- 
ing this period no weight loss 
is registered, although you are 
actually using fat. In fact, since 
water is heavier than the fat it 
has displaced, the scales might 
show a slight gain. Failure to 
lose on schedule is not due to 
any resistance on the part of 
the fat. 


As a rule, the more over- 
weight you are, the more you 
are likely to lose at the start 
of a diet. With considerable 
soft fat, there is apt to be more 
surplus water in the tissues. In 
such a case the initial weight 
loss might be dramatic. Since a 
portion of this loss represents 
water, you will not continue to 
lose at such a brisk pace ... 
nor should you want to. 


Bear in mind that retention of 
water in the cells is always 
temporary. It may persist for a 
week, ten days, or as long as 
three weeks. Continue to cut 
calories and one fine day the 
pointer on the scales will plunge, 
seemingly overnight. 


Understand that water reten- 
tion has little to do with the 


amount of water you drink. It 
is important to drink plenty 
of water between meals in 
order to prevent fatigue. You 
may have a glass of water 
every hour on the hour to relax 
the stomach and relieve hunger. 


Avoid sipping icy water 
throughout the meal for this 
washes off the taste buds and 
sharpens appetite.

The arbiters are berated and downgraded by pilots and play- 
ers, booed by customers and reprimanded by the press. They are 
engaged in a thankless profession, and presumably they want no 
atte Poa thanks 


That assumption is based on Mr. 

Al Barlick’s reaction after being voted 
the outstanding umpire in the National 
4. League. 


The Sporting News, conductor of 
a poll designed to bring deserved and 
» undeserved recognition to umpires, 
+ was barely off the press before Bar- 
lick beefed. 


Barlick had been working behind 
the plate on a searing Sunday after- 
noon in Philadelphia when an Associ- 
ated Press author approached him for 
a statement. Now, standing in the sun 
for two or three hours in a hot suit is 
bad enough, but Barlick had been ex- 
posed to the Cubs and Phillies, in 
addition to the heat. Watching the 
Cubs and Phils on the same afternoon 
_is too much, even if you're sitting in 
an air-conditioned living room sipping a cool soft or hard drink. 


Despite the unpleasant surroundings, however, you figure. 
Barlick would have tempered his torrid comment. It isn’t 
often that the eyes of an umpire are exposed to such kindly 
prose. 


“Al Barlick, oldest National League umpire in point of service, 
although not in age, swept the boards in being rated the best 
arbiter in that circuit in The Sporting News’ annual poll of coaches 
and managers,’ typed Mr. C. C. Johnson Spink... . ““‘The one 
category which should be most highly prized by the umpires 
theamselves—‘most respected by players and managers’—saw Bar- 
lick winning handily in both divisions of the National League 
sweepstakes.’

Mr. C. C. Spink pitched other plaudits to Barlick and associates 
in a lengthy article, accompanied by pictures of umpires, on the 
front page of the Baseball Bible. 


Baseball protocol calls for a man thus honored to dispatch 
forthwith a wire voicing appreciation to Publisher J. G. Taylor 
Spink in St. Louis. 


Judging from the Associated Press story out of Philadelphia, 


however, Barlick couldn't have been more upset had Durocher 
punted him. 
“A disgrace,’ he proclaimed. And to certify that he was not 


misquoted, he added, “‘And I mean it.” 


After chastising the Sporting News for hatching such an idea, 
Barlick aimed his verbal blunderbluss at writers dropping ballots 
in the Spink box. 


“What do the writers know about it?” Barlick blasted. “All 
they know is what they hear or are told. They’re not out on the 
field where thev can judge an umpire.” 


The Barlick viewpoint is just what you would anticipate from | 


an umpire. It never occurred to him that the writers can see. 


“And about that ‘most respected’ thing,” 
‘Does it mean an umpire who won't take any guff from a coach, 
a manager or a player is respected? And if somebody is thrown 
out of a game does the umpire who does it lose respect?’’
